((2)) (b) Gve the departnent thirty days’ notice before any
judgnent, award, or settlenment may be satisfied in any action or any
claim by the applicant or recipient to recover damages for such
injuries or illness.
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(2) The proceeds fromany recovery made pursuant to any action or

claim described in RCW 43.20B. 060 that is necessary to fully satisfy

the departnent’s lien against recovery shall be placed in a trust

account or inthe reqgistry of the court until the departnent’s lien is

sati sfi ed.
